"Overpayments have been made by collectors during the year, 
in their-settlements with this Department, amounting to the sum 
of $2,132 66, which should therefore be deducted from the amount 
of receipts, and not considered as a part of the expenditures. 

The necessity for the law requiring an account to be kept of 
the kinds of funds received and paid into the Treasury having 
past, it is deemed no longer necessary to state that fact with pre- 
cision. All the funds, however, excepting a few hundred dollars, 
which have been paid into the Treasury have been United States 
currency, including gold and silver. 


ON WITH THE PAST YEAR. 


Receipts.—The receipts abthe treasury this year are $719,105 10. 
Last year they were $681,174 82, showing a difference in favor of 
the present year amounting to $37,930 28. 

This balance in favor of the present year is due to three causes— 
the adjustment of a number of outstanding matters of indebted- 
ness to the State, the levy and collection of the Railroad License 
Tax, and the fact that a larger number of collectors have made _ 
`- final settlements during the year, and before this day, than for a 
number of years past. It results, therefore, that the cash receipts 
at the Treasury for the year are about $100,000 in excess of the 
estimates made by my worthy and able predecessor in office. 


Expenditures.—The amount paid from the Treasury this yearis . 
$628,537 93, while that for last year was $594,297 66. Thus it 
is seen that the expenditures for this, are but $34,240 27 in excess 
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of those of last year, although the expenses of the General As- 
sembly, amounting to $45,551 70, the first installment of the ap- 
propriation for the Insane Asylum, amounting to $20,500 00, 
$7,085 04 for advertising lands bid in for the State, $3,821 39 of 
special appropriations, with some other matters not enumerated, 
are included in the expenditures of the present, and were not in 
those of the last year. 

: It was not believed one year ago, in estimating the receipts and 
expenditures for the present year, that the amount received would 
equal that paid out; but the operations of the year are now closed, 
and the gratifying fact ascertained, that notwithstanding large ap- 
propriations have been paid, which were not considered in the 
estimates made, there is yet a net balance in the Treasury, over 
all expenditures, amounting to $404,572 01. This aniount, how- 
ever, embraces $40,000 in State Obligations—not subject to use. 

This is due to the general reduction of salaries under the Con- 
stitution of 1875, and to that rigid economy which has characterized 
the administration of publie affairs in Alabama since the year 1874. 


PART IL—THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


The debt adjustment has nearly reached a conclusion, as there 
is now but a small number of bonds of the old classes outstand- 
ing. Itis therefore safe to assume that the statement immediately 
following, approximates very closely, the sum total of the publie 
debt of the State. 

The exchange of bonds during the year has added to Class “A” 
$ 97,500.00, to Class “B” $ —————, and to Class “C” $6,000.00, 
so that the following is now: a correct

In the composition of the old debt of the State, it was provided, 
that Class “A” of new bonds to be issued for that purpose, em- 
bracing the bulk of the debt, should bear two per cent interest 
for five years, then three for five years, and on to four for ten 
years, and five for ten years. 

The item next in amount, is Class “C”, arranged to draw two 
per cent for five years, and four per cent for twenty five years. 

This graduation of interest was evidently designed to prevent 
overtaxing the pecuniary capacity of the people, and to place the 
payment of the interest on our indebtedness within the range of 
such capacity. Classes “A” and “C” have now reached the maxi- 
mum of interest which they can carry for the next five years, and . 
so the following may be set down, as very nearly the annual 
interest for that period of time.

The errors and insolvencies, ånd lands bid in, for the year 
1880, are quite large. These things are largely the result of the 
operations of the act of Febuary 13th, 1879, “relating to lands 
sold for taxes and purchased by the State. That the act was a 
wise one, no discriminating person who has given it a careful 
examination will deny, but that it has been wofully misapprehen- 
ded in many instances, is equally true. The law intended, that 
when the lists of lands, heretofore sold for taxes and purchased 
by the State, should be sent out by the Auditor, they should be 
so thoroughly examined and sifted by the Assessor and Commis- 
sioner's Court, that when a parcel of land embraced in such lists 
should be assessed, it would be reasonably certain, that it was 
properly assessed, and that a sale of it, under such assessment 
would carry the title. The purpose of the law was carried out, 
in a few instances, and in these no trouble and but little expense 
have occurred; but in most cases the lists as sent out by the 
Auditor, were taken, and without overhauling, placed upon the 
assessment books. Trouble and expense have followed in all 
these cases, as effect always follows cause. The Legislature at 
the last Session, released a large quantity of these lands, the taxes 
upon which have been properly allowed by the Commissioners? 
Courts, as credits to the Collectors in the nature of “errors in 
assessment,” and hence the large amount of “Errors and Insolven- 
cies” for this year. The remaining portion of the lands were sold 
for the taxes and bid in by the State, thus swelling the amount 
of lands bid in by the State, by many thousands of dollars. 


PART IV.—STATEMENTS AND SUGGESTIONS. 
 RzVENUE SYSTEM. 

There is no question in the mind of any one acquainted with 
the subject, but that there is large room for the improvement of: 
our revenue laws. There is a want of uniformity and equalization 
in the laws, regulating the collection of taxes, patent to every 
one charged with their execution, while they are defective in not 
including within their scope, all the subjects of taxation, and the 
various means of raising revenue. The fact that we have but one 
session of the Legislature in two years, that it is limited to fifty 
days, and that there are so many matters of importance inviting 
the attention of Legislators, almost forbid the enactment anew, 
of a well considered and well digested system of revenue laws for 
the great State of Alabama. 

It is not, however, too much to hope, that in the near future, 
our system as it now stands, may be so modified, corrected, and . 


enlarged, as to make it more nearly meet the demand of the 
times. 


ASSESSMENTS. 


There are doubtless defects in the laws regulating assessments, 
but my own opinion is, that a faithful discharge of duty, upon 
the part of Assesssors, under, and according to the laws as they 
now are, will make an amendment of them, except in embracing: 
new subjects of taxation, almost unnecessary. 

A large number of Assessors have come squarely up to their 
duty during the present year, and itis hoped that others may be 
provoked to good works, by the action of those who have done 
well. Much depends upon the fidelity with which the Assessor 
‘discharges his duty. To do it well, he needs capacity to compre- 
hend, and courage to perform it. Without the purpose upon the 
part of the Assessor to discharge his duty faithfully, uninfluenced 
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by hope or fear, the most perfect system of revenue laws would 
prove ineffeetual, to secure a just and thorough assessment of 
taxes. 


VALUATIONS. 


The Commissioners’ Courts, in a number of counties this year, 
have proceeded to discharge the duties of boards of equalization, 
as they have a right to do under the law, with beneficial effect. 
The burthens of taxation should fall equaliy upon all the tax 
payers, but this is never the case, where there is any laxity in the 
discharge of official duty, upon the part of Assessors and Boards 
of Equalization. The conscientious man, without compulsion, 
will render in a full and fair tax list, while he who is less so, will 
keep back a part of the price, and necessarily needs to be stirred 
up to a full sense of his duty. When his mind is once turned in 
that direction, he frequently takes a pride in doing that which 
befcre, from one cause or another, he had neglected. 


Tax CoLLECTORS. 


Nearly all the Collectors have been prompt and faithful in the 
discharge of their duties during the present year, and have made 
their settlements with this Department before this day, so that 
their accounts stand balanced on the books. "There are, however, 
much to my regret, a few who have failed to make their settle- 
ment, and consequently the books show them to be in arrears, 
not, however, I am glad to say, for large sums. Ido not hesitate 
to say that there should be a law enacted, requiring the suspen- 
sion or removal from office of any Collector, who fails without 
good excuse to make his final settlement of taxes collected during 
the current year, at least by the 30th day of September. There 
are now upon the books in this Department, large amounts of 
indebtedness by Collectors, which will be finally lost to the State. 
Much of this money might have been saved, by a law of the 
character named. As tending to show the imperative necessity 
for such & law, I may mention, that for the year 1875, there were 
forty-eight Collectors who failed to make their settlements by the 
elose of the fiscal year, forty three in 1877, twenty-seven in 1878, 
thirty-seven in 1879, and sixteen in 1880. If the time for the 
Collection of taxes is not sufficient, the Legislature should allow 
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more, but in any event it should be done during the current year, 
and a failure to pay the money into the Treasury, should forfeit 
the right to a longer tenure in office. 


SUMMARY JUDGMENTS. 


I desire to reiterate the suggestion so often made, by my worthy’ 
predecessor, that the old law should be re-enacted, which gave the 
State the right to a summary judgment in the Circuit or City 
Courts of Montgomery county and city, against any defaulting 
collector, on motion of the Attorney General. Such a law would 
aid greatly in protecting the interest of the State, and save large 
sums of money, which are annually expended in what are fre- 
quently,ineffectual efforts to force payments from Collectors. 


INTEREST. 


I am persuaded that the enactment of a law requiring the inter- 
est to be paid upon the public debt within the months of January 
and July, and at no other times, except at the Treasury, would 
save much trouble to this Office, and the Treasury, without in 
any way discommoding our creditors.

Tux OUTLOOK. 


Theincrease of interest on the public debt will make the receipts 
and disbursements for the approaching year come much nearer 
balaneing, than I had supposed, until after I had examined the 
question, with some degree of care; I think, nevertheless, that 
there will be a small net balance of receipts over expenditures. 
If, however, our receipts but balance with our expenditures, we 
are still upon a safe footing, for we have a creditable balance in the 
Treasury, and the valuations of nearly all property throughout the 
State are increasing. There are a restfulness and quietude among 
the people in every section of the State, promising happy results 
in the future. Although the year has been less propitious than 


we could desire, yet in the main, our agricultural labors have been ' 


crowned with a measure of success, not at all unsatisfactory. 
Our mining and manufacturing interests have been by no means 
neglected. On the contrary, they are being pursued with an 
industry and a vigor, worthy of their great importance to individ- 
uals and to the State. The merchant and the professional man 
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have been reasonably, and in many instances largely. successful, 
in their several callings. Upon the whole, it cannot be denied, 
that every where, there may be seen evidences of returning 
` prosperity and comfort. Should our improvement continue, it is 
not extravagant to hope, that we shall be able to keep faith with 
our creditors, keep up, and even improve our public schools, pay 
our current expenses, and e’er the next increase of interest falls. 
upon us five years hence, reduce the rates of taxation, without, 
fear of jeopardizing the publie credit. 

All of which, with feelings of very great esteem, I respectfully 
submit to your Excellency.
